ME. REECE ON EDUCATION. 

In another column will be found a letter 
from the Rev. W. S. Reece on ilia subject ol 
education. Mr. Rente i- evidenlly well sat- 
isfied wild the manner in which our previous 
areumeuls or. seciuriuuisin and Uio Bellas! 
riots wnre deiiiu'iehed by hid brother clergy - 
man ; so much so indeed that ha it tempted 
■gain tu racur to il by way of a preface. 
Well, we hove no especial dusiio lo tuko away 

■ o worthy a species of sell gratnlatioo, how- 
tTer ill-founded ; but we shall commend to 
the rererend gentleman's atleulion tha fol 
lowing extract taken fro in the last number 
of the London Dispatch, snowing that we 
wete not altogether isolaled in our opinions 
on the sectarianism which proJuecd the dis- 
turbances in question : " Are you ever— any 
of you — by any chance," says the Dispatch, 
•peaking of the clergy, ■• on the sida of 
'peace on ciirlli and uoud will among ihe 
children of men 1 ' For what arc you bero 1 
il not for that! Whom do you call your 
Master, but the Prince of I'caca ? Vet what 
has cvar been such a son ca of strife, envy 
hatred, malice) and all iincharitablcness, ol 
torture, misery, ' battle and murder, and sud- 
den death.' as ilia Christian religion ? In our 
own island*, at this moment, thera are two 
balelul and bloody riots, in Belfast and Jei- 
•ey, the direct ell sot ol the ohum thtologx- 
tan.' Wa cannot, ol course, subscribe to 
the wholesale denunciation of the clergy, but 
to the rest — the evil effects of sectarianism — 
we not only sub-cribe, but ran, it necessary, 
lurnish Mr. Reece and Ilia clerical brethren 
any Dumber of Buch fullucies as we are 
Charged with, fioin the I. union Times, 
Sptclatur, and other ii.llueutial English jour.- 
nai*. We aclfuowledge the "demolishing," 
bat il is somewhat consolatory to know that 
other and greater authorities than ourselves 
have fallen i.i'o the same grievous error. 

Mr. lteece jeetm mdigni\nt mat we should 
have allud 'd to England as a country whose 
systems uf education were unworthy ol our 
imitation, aod attempts tu show how unre- 
liable is our ip,-e dixit in reference to its 
backwardness on this important feature iu 
a nation's progress. Statistics are given ol 
the relative proportion ol the educated to the 

■ neducale 1 in tha principal count rt :s of Eu- 
rope, showing that (hem Britain is equal to 
Prussia and Switzerland and immeasurably 
superior io Prance, Spain, PoL.nl, and lius- 
sia. Mr. |l-ece gives his authority — u 
Frenchman a^d a pamphlet rami by a Mr. 
Riwson before the Statistical Society ol L in- 
don. All we can nay n, in- reverend gen- 
tleman is most grossjlti deceived, and deceived 
on points where bisku iwlcdga ol educational 
systems in Europe should have m.ide him 
proof against sued) crro-. I'ne i lea of any 
intelligent, well read man comparing the 
stale of education in Eogland with that in 
Prussts is ;om tiling beyond beliel. 
Mr. Iteece must certainly know that the law 
in Prussia compels parents to send their 
children to the public BchtKils unless the) 
can produce a certificate that the y are edu- 
cate J at a private summary or by private 
tuition. We 9hall tuke statistics trim tnree

danger any one by I heir horiift. Wo have 
shown the reverend gentleman that England 
can not bear compaiisun « ih many coun- 
tries in educahun, but wc eannol sec thai 
we are in any danger ol bi mj{ obliged lo 
admitthai biblical instruction, onv u-iite thai 
a partiality to runsl In nl an I plum pu 1 ling 
is the cuuao of her creattie»s. If we lake 
s.l.tc number of tha London Times wo find 
t * v'ttntne'S ol Knglstid atcribed to the 
"economy of lorce' —other niillmtitics will
